A large part of our lifetime is 
wasted because of our deferred 
decisions. 
It is always easier to 
postpone a decision than to make 
it, so it usually gets postponed. 
Nine times out of ten w e could, 
with a slight effort of will, decide 
matters the firs* time they come 
before us and thus leave the future 
just as much freer for new duties 
and decisions. 


A concerted effort will he made In 
congress by friends of rifle practice 
to secure the enactment of a law to 
permit the secretary of war to issue 
old “Krag" rifles, with ammunition, 
for 
use 
by 
rifle 
clubs 
organized 
throughout the country under the rules 
of the national l>oard for the promo­ 
tion of rifle practice. 
The proposed 
law also will be designed to permit the 
issuance of similar ordnance supplies, 
not of the existing service model and 
therefore not necessary for the main­ 
tenance of the proper army reserve 
supply, to schools having a uniformed 
corps of cadets and carrying ou mili­ 
tary training. 
The ordnance department of the 
army has on hand about 300,000 model 
1808 30-cnliber magazine rifles, popu­ 
larly known as the Krag, and 34,000 
carbines available for issue to rifle 
clubs. 
Under the proposed statute fortv 
rounds of ball cartridges suitable for 
the rifles Issued would be allotted for 
each range at which target practice Is 
had, the total not to exceed 120 rounds 
a year for each one participating In 
the practice. Supplies would be Issued 
to regulations prescribed by the score 
tary of war, Insuring the desired use 
of the property as well as its proper 
care and its ultimate return to the fed­ 
eral government 
War department officials agree that 
the training of the youth of the coun­ 
try Is a fundamental principle of na­ 
tional defense. 
They declare that, al 
though this principle Is universally rec­ 
ognized, the United States is doing 
less than any other nation to instruct 
its boys and young men in the use and 
knowledge of firearms. 
Lieutenant Colonel John T. Thomp 
son of the army ordnance department, 
representing Henry S. Breckinridge, 
assistant secretary of war, on the ex­ 
ecutive council of the National Rifle 
association, suggests that if boys in 
the public schools once became Inter­ 
ested in rifle practice they would con­ 
tinue It in the higher schools or In 
civilian rifle clubs. 
Often, he says, 
they continue rifle shooting In the na­ 
tional guard, and so the proper promo­ 
tion of these rifle clubs will Indirectly 
be a great help to enlistments in na­ 
tional guard organizations.

The Hghteenth annual report of the 
inspector of state graded schools of 
Minnesota for the school year ending 
July 31, 1913, by S. A. C'hallraan, con­ 
tains interestibg Information relating 
to the Crosby-Deerwood district in 
this county. 
The district la admitted to the grad­ 
ed list. 
“Crosby-Ironton”, says the 
report, “ in the heart of the new Cuy- 
una iron range, is the largest of the 
new schools. 
The district has now 
an assessed 
valuation 
of 
almost 
$700,000, an enrollment of nearly 500 
and a teaching force of 15. 
The rap­ 
id growth of the two villages has 
made it impossible for the district to 
keep pace with 
the 
demands 
for 
school 
facilities. 
Two 
six-room 
buildings and rented quarters for the 
overflow have been in use during the 
past year. 
The district is now en­ 
gaged in constructing one twelve- 
room and one two-room building. 
“ Deerwood has provided a splen­ 
did, fireproof, four-room building at 
a cost of $21,000. 
This building, un­ 
like most of our school houses, is 
heated and ventilated by indirect rad­ 
iation. 
it has, 
however, 
already 
proved too small, and a room in the 
old school house has been in use dur­ 
ing the past year. 
In another year 
or two the district will undoubtedly 
double its present school plant.” 
The new district is one of 217 
graded schools recommended to re­ 
ceive the state aid of $600 for tho 
past year. 
The district has also qual­ 
ified for the high school aid of $500.

President of Minnesota Federation of 
Women's Clubs Gives Some Val­ 
uable Advice Worth Reading 
Mrs. Martin Monitor of St. Cloud 
president of the Sixth district of the 
Minnesota Fcdera.^on of Women’s 
clubs, has made an intensive study 
during the last year of home finances 
and the division of income for famil­ 
ies of different sizes, In the following 
published statement. 
Taking, as a basis, a family of two 
adults and two or three children, the 
ideal division of income, Mrs. M oni­ 
tor says, is as follows: 
On an Income 
of $2,000 to $4,000 per year, 25 per 
cent should be spent for food, 20 per 
cent for rent, 15 per cent for fuel, 
home operating expenses, etc., 15 per 
cent for clothing and 25 per cent for 
education, travel) charity, savings 
and amusements. 
On a yearly income of from $1,000 
to $2,000 food should take 25 .per 
cent, rent 20 per cent, operating ex­ 
penses 15 per cent, clothing 20 per 
cent and education, amusement and 
saving, 20 per cent. 
For the family whose Income Is 
from $800 to $1,000 per year, 30 per 
cent should be allowed for food, 20 
per cent for rent, IO per cent for op­ 
erating expenses, 
15 per cent for 
clothing and 25 per cent for savings, 
recreation and education. 
An income of from $500 to $800 
should allow 45 per cent for food, 
only 15 per cent for rent, IO per cent 
for operating expenses, IO per cent 
for clothing aud 20 per cent for sav­ 
ings, education and amusement, and 
the apportionment of any income un­ 
der $500 a year should be 60 per 
cent for food, 15 per cent for rent, 
5 per cent for operating expenses, IO 
per cent for clothing and IO pei cent 
for education, recreation and savings.
